The Chinese Certificate Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., January 7.—A motion 
was made in the Supreme Court of the Unitea 
States to day by ex-Gov. Hoadley of Ohio to 
advance for argument the case of Chae 


Chan Ping, apveliant, vs. the United 
States. The appellant is a Chinese 
laborer, who departed from the United 
Siates for Ohina on Jane 2, 1887, first 
having secured a return certifiexte from the 
Coliec.or of the port of San Francisco, as re- 
quired by law. He returned to the United 
States 1888, but por - 
mission to refused on 
the ground certificate 
had been void by the Scott 
Chinese exclusion act of October 1, 1888. Chae 
Chan Ping then sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus in the United States Olrouit Court, which 
being refused, an appeal was taken to this 
court. It is eontended in his behalf that 
the S@ott act deciaring the return certificates 
void is unconstitational and an abrogation of 
vested rights. It ie sought to have the case 
advanced for hearing on the ground that 
the cusé is of great in portance 
involving thousands of certificates, many of 
the holders of which have considerable prop- 
erty intereste in the United States, and thata 
delay in the determination of the case would 
result in great injury to the persons affected.

POHLMARISM 

The people have heard, most of them 
perhaps with inorédulity, the announce- 
ment that Mayor ALLEN will signalize bis 
administration of the brief remnant of 
Francis’ term by making a clean sweep 
of all the Republicans su bject to removal 
from municipal offices and employments 
at the discretion of the Mayor. He has 
not discredited this announcement, nor 
in any public way resented this imputa- 
tion upon his appreciation of the differ- 
ence between the spoils method and the 
business method of municipal adminis- 
tration. It is therefore in order to inquire 
what the Democratic party or the city can 
expect to gain by so sweeping a change 
on the eve of the election of a new city 
administration. 

In the first place the presumption is 
that the men to be removed have been 
permitted to hold their positions nearly 
four years under a Democratic adminis- 
tration only because they were well quali- 
fied and discharged their duties so efficient- 
ly and faithfully as to make their removal 
a plain sacrifice of the publio service to 
the spoils principle, To remove them arbi- 
trarily at this late day is to plant the 
Democratic party on that principle in 
the most radical and extreme manner for 
the spring contest. It will amount to an 
official declaration that a Democratic 
victory will mean simply a bestowal of 
all city offices, employments and emolu- 
mente upon the ward heelers and bum- 
mers who work in elections, not for the 
public welfare, but for public plunder; 
not for Democracy, but for hire. 

All that has been accomplished in the 
way of lifting both parties and the city 
service out of that unclean rut should not 
be undone for so pitiful a consideration as 
a two months’ pay roll. The Democratic 
situation is unfavorable enough without 
thus committing it openly to Pohlmanism 
and giving the Republican party the 
overwhelming advantage of posing in the 
spring contest as the only repudiator of 
Pohlmanism. 
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LEGAL BRUTALITY. 

The action of Judge Noonan in holding 
BURKE, GUERKE and ANGLERODT, the 
three brutal dog-catchers who subjected 
little Wurm Marers to fiendish cruelty 
by catching him and throwing him among 
the dogsin their wagon, will be tndorsed 
by all who have read accounts of the case. 

The deed was one of wanton brutality 
and resultedin untold suffering for the 
victim, who has been subject to hydro- 
phobic spasms since. The boy is probably 
ruined in mind and body for life,and death 
may be the consequences of his treatment. 
Judge Noonan, therefore, remarked 
that should the boy die, in his judgment, 
the offense would be murder of the first 
degree. He held the offenders for the 
Grand-jury in bonds of $15,000. 

It is to be hoped that the severest pun- 
ishment under the law will be given to 
the inhuman brutes if found guilty. But 
the case suggests the question, Why not 
abolish dog-catchers altogether? The 
business is a brutalizing one, and is a 
most unnatural and cruel method of 
enforcing the dog license law. It results 
in violence and constant trouble between 
the catchers and the owners of dogs. It 
also results in needless cruelty to the ani- 
mals. There is no reason that the inno- 
cent dogs should suffer for the law-break- 
ing of their masters and mistresses. 

The method of enforcing the law is alto- 
gether bad. It puts a preniium on vio- 
lence, cruelty and wrong. The enforce- 
ment ot the law should be placed in the 
hands of the police authorities. The 
police could report failures to license dogs 
and the derelict owners could be arrested 
and fined. This would be a legal and 
orderly method of procedure. 


A CAREFUL revision of the laws already 
on thestatute booksis by farthe most 
important duty devolvedon the Legis- 
lature now in session at Jefferson City. 
To winnow out contradictions, harmonize 
conflicting provisions and prune away 
surplusage in the light of judicial inter- 
pretation, not impairing the virtue of the 
acts as they stand, but onthe contrary 
resolving them intoa clearer, more har- 


ciroumstances, for the action of the mill - 
ers. -He states that the present large over- 
supply of flour cannot be disposed of by 
export and that the winter wheat is not in 
the hands of the millers, but of the speo- 
ulators. Thus, while the consumers are 
protected by the large amount of flour on 
hand, the action of the millers is taken to 
protect them from the forcing up of the 
price of wheat by the speculators, should 
the demand for wheat required for the 
mills running at full capacity continue. 

While there is always danger to con- 
sumers in a combination of manufact- 
urers, yet the position of the millers at 
present seems to be justified. It 1 fair, 
at least, to wait until the price of flour is 
affected before condemning them.

“Tue Chicago Times has had the good 
fortune to bring down upon itself the 
hatred of the official thieves and thugs, 
the gamblers and boodlers who infest 
Chicago, by publishing the evidences of 
their corruption and criminal operations. 
Suits for damages aggregating something 
like $800,000 have been brought against 
the paper, mostly by these gentry. The 
truth is certainly very damaging to 
rotten officials and law-breakers, but 
from the standpoint of an honest 
jury the investment of a cent in 
the damage suits would be a risky 
speculation. We congratulate the Times 
on the enemies it has made. In propor- 
tion as it deserves the hatred of official 
scoundrels it commands the respect and 
support of honest people.

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THE subject of electoral reform is re- 
ceiving pointed attention from the Govern- 
ors of States. Gov. Hitt of New York. 
Gov. ADaMs of Colorado and Gov. MORE- 
HOUSE of this State have strongly recom- 
mended action by the Legislatures in 
their messages and other Governors are 
said to be contemplating similar recom- 
mendations. If the Legislatures will act 
promptly on these suggestions the stain 
of vote-buying will be removed from 
elections. There is no question at present 
before the American people of more ur- 
gent importance.

DEATH OF BENJAMIN F. HOPKINS, THE 
PARDONED BANKER, THIS MORNING. 


Sad Scenes at Hopkins“ Home in Cincinnati 
—The Ex-Cashier Succumbs te eite 
ment and Worry—His Gounection With 
the Defunet Fidelity Naticsal Bank 
The Disastrous Chicago Wheat Deal. 


CIICINNATI, O., January 7.—Benj. E. Hop- 
kins, late Assistant Oashier of the defunct 
Fidelity Nati®ual Bank, died at 6:30 this morn- 
ing at bis residence, No. 268 Richmond street. 
He was pardoned by the President, December 
20, but the paper did not reach the Columbus 
penitentiary until Friday morning, January 
4. Mr. Hopkins reached home that evening, 


and after a joyful meeting with bie family, 


seemed to be exhausted with the excitement 
and visitors were excluded. He never fully 
rallied, and died this morning surrounded by 
members of his family. 

The death of Mr. Hopkins is hastened, in 
the opinion of bis friends, by the long sus- 
pense awaiting his pardon, and by the ex- 
citement of the return to hia home, as well as 
by the painful fact that one of his sons is in 
jail, charged with being an accomplice 
of young Tinkler, the forger. His tamily 
were unremitting in their attentions 


since his return, and his wife, it is said, hes 
not 3 her eyes in slee since he came. 
She was bending over him this morning when 
he died. Hopkins was 55 years old, His father 
was at one time a Chief of Police of Cinoin- 
nati, and his mother kept a boarding-house 
on Fourth street, where Pike’s Opera house 
now stands. Hopkins bewan business as a 
hatter, but failed. subsequently be went into 
Kuha’s Bank as paying teller, and occupied 
the same position in the Central Bank, aiso in 
Gilmore, Dunlap & Co. 's bank, and finally 
went into the Th National Bank. Here be 
met E. L. Harper, whe was a director. When 
the troubles In that bank came, which resulted 
in Harper and Ammi Baléwin 8 the bank 
and the suicide of Theophilus Baldwin, Hop- 
king went out with Harper and Baldwin and

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THE LUMBER DISTRICTS. 


A NEW FIELD OPENED BY sr. LOUIS CAP 
ITAL AND ENTERPRISE 


Extensive Forests Lying North of the Missis- 
sippi Watershed—A Region of Virgin 
Forests—Steps Taken to Bring It Into the 
Market—The Labor Question—A Promis- 


ATELY I have been 
spending much time 
in the ocity,’’ said 
Oscar L. Harding of 
Ishpeming, Mich., 
closing contracts for 
timber lands in the 
Pembina region, in 
which a number of 
St. Louis and Chicago 
capitalists have in- 
terested themselves. 
Of course everyone 
has heard of the 
great scarcity of 
timber in the coun- 
tries which have 
hitherto furnished it, bat few people, even 
those who have been for years engaged in the 
timber business, are aware of how large a ter- 
ritory lies practically untouched in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the lands which have been 
stripped almost to the last tree. 
AN UNTOUCHED DISTRICT. 

The reason of this is that heretofore nearly 
every one who has been engaged in the lum 
ber business has looked upon the water- 
courses as the only means of carrying the 
rough logs to the mille, and when the 
rivers ran north instead of south 
refused to look at the lands, 
believing that this fact alone rendered them 
worthless as regards the American market. 
The consequence of this state of affairs is 
that, while the lands south of the watershed 
are nearly completely exhausted, those lying 
north of it are yet covered with a dense 
growth of virgin forests. During the last 
year a small number of us have 
been trying experiment of saw- 
ing the logs on the streams fiow- 
ing north, and sending the lumber 


to this side of the watershed on large flat - 
boats, drawn by powerful tugs. The result 
has been most satisfactory and leases of large 
tracts of timber land lying along the Red River 
of the North have just been made, sawmills in 
the vicinity of Pembina will be ut up and a 
very large trade rr with the Missis- 
ne towns. A number of St. Louis capitalists 

ofe names am not at libe to give as 
yet, have invested heavily, and the new com- 
pany, which already controls over 40,000 acres 
of land, will be practically controlled from 
) this city. 


the 


PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 

The mode of operation is as follows: We 
will cut timber tn the Red River country, while 
the snow is on the ground, this season being 
longer in the northern delt than in that on 
the Michigan Peninsula, and as far as posst- 
bie piace iton the ice while the streams are 
stillfrozen. When the break-up of the ice 
occurs, the logs will be carried to Pembina 
and its vicinity, where a number of mille will 
be ready to receive it. The Red River at this 
point furnishes ample water power, and the 
mills can be run very cheaply, while the 
river is not 80 full of rapids as to prevent the 
upward passage of powerful tugs, drawing 
light draught tows. During the season of 
floods of course this is impracticable, but 
later, say im April and May, the stage of 
water smost propitious. The water- 
shed can be crossed by tramway and 
the sawed timber set on its southward 
journey down the Mississippi. Of course 
the expense is somewhat greater than where 
no towing ortransfer is necessary, — 
are scarcely any forests left in the oe 
mediately contiguous to the Mississipp and 
the lakes, and the Northern districts 115 all 
that we have to fall back on. Fully as much 
woodland is accessibie to the rivers as the 
forests of Wisconsin furnished in their best 
2 and the Southern timber tracts will have

TELEPHONE REGULATION, 


The Indiana Law on the Subject Commented 
On by Its Author, 


Fielding Mansfield, President of the Tele- 
phone Subscribers’ Association, wrote to In-
